alfettffli ft. and wherein said kringle 5 peptide comprises SEP ID NO: 8.

61 . (new): The method of claim 22, wherein said patient is in need of treatment for an 
inflammatory disorder. 

62. (new): The method of claim 22, wherein said patient is in need of treatment for 
diabetic retinopathy, ocular neovascularization, restenosis, capillary proliferation in 
atherosclerotic plaques, or osteoporosis. 

63. (new): The method of claim 57, wherein said patient is in need of treatment for a 
cancer or cancer associated disorder. 
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64. (new): The method of claim 57, wherein said patient is in need of treatment for an 
inflammatory disorder. 

65. (new): The method of claim 57, wherein said patient is in need of treatment for 
diabetic retinopathy, ocular neovascularization, restenosis, capillary proliferation in 
atherosclerotic plaques, or osteoporosis. 

66. (new): The method of claim 57, wherein said patient is in need of treatment for a 
cancer or cancer associated disorder. 

67. (new): The method of claim 34, wherein said blood component is a blood protein. 

68. (new): The method of claim 67, wherein said blood protein is albumin. 
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
